The Importance Of Diego Garcia 


World attention is still foc 
used on the Middle East. There 
was the Yom Kippur war and 
the resultant Arab oil embar 
go, and just recently the U.S 
Started work on re-opening the 
Suez Canal. The canal should 
be reopened within six months, 
thus enabling the Russians to 
rapidly deploy more ships and 
submarines to the Indian Ocean 

In the Defense Department 
Supplemental Authorization Bill 
for FY 1974 is a section that 
authorizes an appropriation of 
$29 million to expand U.S. nav 
al facilities on the tiny Bri 
tish-owned island of DiegoGar 
cia, an atoll located in the cen 
ter of the Indian Ocean 

] support that appropriation 
for several reasons. Obviously 
the base is needed to counter 
the Soviet buildup which has 
doubled over the past few years 
and will increase even further 
once the Suez Canal is re 
opened. There are four times 
as many Russian naval vessels 
in the area as U.S. craft, and 
if it were not for the three 
U.S. ships at Bahrain in the 
Persian Gulf, the Soviet ad 
vantage would be seven to one 

There can be no doubt that 
the Soviets are well along in 
their aims of becoming the 
major power in the vital North 
west area of the Indian Ocean 
bordering the Middle East 
Moscow's successful efforts to 
secure refueling and, in some 
instances, repair facilities ina 
number of Indian Ocean ports 
are the most obvious examples 
« Of support for Soviet naval ves- 
Sels operating inthearea. Some 
informed sources believe that 
Russia also has her eye on 
Ethiopia's chief port of 
Massawa and may have had a 
hand in the recent political 
and military unrest in Ethiopia 

A strong U.S. naval force in 
the Indian Ocean is necessary 
to protect the vital oil routes 
from the Persian Gulf and the 
trade routes to the Far West 
The Diego Garcia base would 
also serve notice to our allies 
and adversaries alike that the

U.S. 1s upgrading its naval pres 
ence in the area to a level 
more commensurate with the 
vital stakes in the region 

We should not forget that 
except for Portugal making the 
Azores available to us, the high- 
lv successful airlift to Israel 
during the Yom Kippur War 
would never have been possible 
By building anormal cargo run 
way at Diego Garcia we create 
an alternate supply route to the 
Middle East via Bangkok 

One of those countries pro- 
testing loudest against the mod- 
est expansion at Diego Garcia 
is India. This is rather ironic 
when you realize that the U.S 
recently signed an agreement 
turning back $2.2 
billion worth of Indian rupees 
which were owed to us for agri- 
cultural products sent to India 
back in the 1950's. Although 
the U.S. will get some hard 
American dollars out of this 
deal over the next ten years, 
in making the agreement we 
are helping to stabilize the 
shaky Indian economy and, in 
a sense, forgiving a better than 
$2.2 billion debt 

Opponents of the expansion 
of the joint British-American 
“communications base” to a 
“modest support facility” con- 
tend that the U.S. would be 
guilty of escalating a super- 
power naval race in the Indian 
Ocean Far from creating a 
new threatening situation, I be- 
lieve we would simply be im- 
proving our ability to deter 
aggression and maintain sta- 
bility in that increasingly im- 
portant area of the world 

Until such time as we can 


convince the Soviet Union to’ 


stop expanding its naval for- 
ces in the area and agree to 
balanced forces, an expanded 
Diego Garcia base seems to be 
the only feasible answer. It 
would be nice if we had other 
alternatives, but we do not 
If we delay Diego Garcia con- 
Struction, weare actually yield- 
ing the Indian Ocean and the 
Middle East to Russia by de- 
fault.

The use of land in this country is described as “chaotic” 


by Sen. Henry M, Jackson (D.-Wash.) and he feels that 
it is time for the U.S, government to establish guidelines. 


Congress is considering for the third time a bill which 
passed the Senate last year, focusing on four categories 
of more than local concern: areas that are critical to the 
environment such as wetlands; key facilities such as ree- 
reational land and lands connected with the development 
of energy resources; lang] use for primarily regional bene- 
fit; and large-scale developments such as subdivisions. 


The need for better decisions is apparent. It will be 
difficult for Congress to hash out the details of how to 
preserve local rights, and still give states power to par- 
ticipate and to review within the rules of a national policy. 


Wherever possible, the principle of multiple use of 
lands should be applied, se that both the social and eco- 
nomic objectives of each area may be satisfied. We should 
recognize the need for land for commercial forestry pur- 
poses, for mineral resource exploration and development, 
for energy resource deyelopment and for manufacturing 
purposes, as well as for recreation.

And as I meditated on the 
tragedy and its aftermath I 
thought of the tremendous for- 
ce of the tornado and of the 
fact that man has unleashed 
weapons of destruction and of 
great force. But how puny 
are man’s powers when comp- 
ared with the forces ofnature, 
which is but another way of 
saying as compared with God's 
power. 

And I thought that if we 
unite naturally and automat- 
ically in the face of tragedy 
can we not unite as a people 
in tranquil, peaceful times as 
well? 


When the tornado hit Ala- 
bama, I was at my Virginia 
residence, but by 8:30 the 
next morning I had sent mess- 
ages of sympathy, encourage- 
ment and offers of assistance 
back home, had called on the

SOUTHERN BEEF CONFER- 
ENCE 

Coffee County cattlemen 
will be interested in the 1974 
Southern Beef Conference to be 
held in Montgomery this Thurs- 
day and Friday. The program 
which will feature some of the 
top beef cattle experts in the 
cointry will be held at the 
Jefferson Davis Hotel beginning 
at 9:00 o’clock Thursday. 

Folks on the program in- 
clude Charles G. Scruggs, edi- 
tor of the “Progressive Farm- 
er,” W. K. Mathis, Univer- 
Sity of Florida, George Ellis, 
Midland, Texas, Tine Davis, 
vice president of Winn Dixie 
and other speakers from Geo- 
rgia, Texas A & M and ourown 
folks at Auburn. 

I am particularly interested 
in Charles Scruggs’ report. His 
Subject is “Southern beef--A 
look to the future.” Also, 
Mathis of Florida is going to 
discuss the outlook for beef 
production for the Southern st- 
ates. A panel of experts will 
discuss merchandising feeder 
cattle.

PEANUTS 

Last year Gerald Hataway of 
Route One, Kinston, planted 
his peanuts on April 14 andav- 
eraged 3,200 pounds on about 
41 acres. The peanuts he 
planted in May averaged 2;900 
pounds per acre. Each year 
we have a different set of 
weather conditions. However, 
most Coffee County farmers 
to plant peanuts around 
the middle of April. If the 
weather clears up, we expect 
a lot of peanuts to be planted 
this week. 

I notice that our farmers 
are more concerned about get- 
ting good stands and yood 
weed and grass control and 
in general getting their peanut 
crop off to a good start. It 
is a $6 to $7 million crop with 
us now in Coffee County. 


FARM ORGANIZATION 

Philip Martin is serving as 
the president of the Coffee Co- 
unty Farm Bureau. He is 
interested in establishing a 
more effective women’s com- 
mittee in Coffee County. In 
fact, a group of ladies met 
at a restaurant on Monday of 
this week to discuss the need 
for a women’s committee. Whit 
Goolsby, the area representa- 
tive of Farm Bureau, met with

Pearce Elected Head 
Of Catfish Farmers 


David Pearce of Browns, was 
elected president of the Cat- 
fish Farmers Association of 
Alabama during the first annual 
meeting of the group in Demo- 
polis on Saturday, April 6.

I usually try to attehd the 
meetings of the Board of Dir- 
ectors of the Farm Bureau 
to help them in any ‘way pos- 


sible. It is a fine thing to 
sit down with a group of ded- 
icated men and women to make 
definite plans to improve ag- 
riculture in the county, Weare 
appreciative of the good help 
we get from the directors in 
many of our Extension pro- 
grams. Many times during 
the year I am reminded of 
how important it is for all 
organizations in the county to 
work together for the benefit 
of all the people in the county. 


INSECT CONTROL 

We get a lot of calls on 
controlling insects in the home 
garden. A lot of gardeners 
tell me they used such and 
such an insecticide and got 
good results. I want to cau- 
tion Coffee County gardeners 
to use only materials that are 
recommended for insect con- 
trol. For example, a lot of 
insecticides will kill the Mex- 
ican bean beetle but using a 
material that is not labeled 
for use on that particular crop 
is very dangerous. In other 
words, gardeners need to be 
concerned about using muter- 
ials to protect their own well 
being more than they are about 
the effectiveness of the insec- 
ticide. 

There are insecticides to 
control virtually every garden 
insect. A new bulletin, Cir- 
cular E-13 entitled “Insect 
Control in the Home Garden,” 
is just off the press. We have 
a number of copies of this and 
will be glad to send you a copy 
for controlling insects in your 
garden, 


NEMATODES 

Guess which county in the 
state sent in the greatest num- 
ber of nematode samples. Cof- 
fee County. 

In the past few weeks Cof- 
fee. County people have sent 
in 100 samples. The only 
county close to us is Mobile 
County with 90 samples. 

We think the reason that so 
many samples have been sent 
is because of the gardening 
shortcourse and the peanut sh- 
ortcourse. More and more 
people are realizing the im- 
portance of controlling nemato- 
des. We have complete infor- 
mation on controlling nema-’ 
todes: As a lot more people 
test and we get experience 
1 think the benefits will be 
even greater.

PROTECT DOGWOOD TREES 


Check your dogwood trees 
carefully for dogwood bor- 
ers--the most destructive of 
the five serious dogwood 
pests. 

Surveys taken in Alabama 
show at least 50 percent of the 
State’s trees on lawns and 
Streets are infested. And 
many dogwoods die each year 
because of borer damage. 

Dogwood borers can be dif- 
ficult to detect because adult 
moths move so fast, and have 
the protective mimicry to re- 
semble Yellow Jackets. 

Borers usually don’t kill 
a dogwood tree during the first 
year of infestation, but the 
tree is doomed during the sec- 
ond or third year unless in- 
festation is checked. 

Damage to the bark and 
cambium layer by borer lar- 
vae during the first year pro- 
vides additional opportunity 
for the moth to lay eggs next 
season--and again the next 
seasons. 

Flickers and woodpeckers 
looking for winter food add 
further injury by pecking new 
holes in the tree trunk. Moths 
use these holes for more egg 
laying sites. After several 
seasons of girdling by increa- 
sing numbers of larvae, the 
tree dies. 

Adult moths lay their eggs 
in open breaks inthe bark. So, 
protect your trees from injury 
by lawn mowers, bicycles and 
other machines. If thebarkis 
intact, the larvae won’t usually 
enter the.cambium layer. 

The larvae feed on the 
cambium layer of tree trunks 
during almost all months of 
the year. They are especially 
active during mild periods in 
winter. You can find larvae 


anyWhere 10m tie gourd line 
of the trunk up to several 
feet high. 

Borer larvae develop into 
small, clear-winged adult 
moths that emerge as early 
as April 1 in southern parts of 
Alabama. Innorthernareas of 
the state moths usually begin 
emerging around May!. Moths 
continue to be active and lay 
eggs on injured trees until 
frost. Therefore, Jarvae un- 
der old bark are often differ- 
ent ages and they mature at 
different times the following 
summer. 

Controlling the dogwood 
berer on lawns and street 
plantings has been difficult. 
Few trees are saved with 
pesticides because of the dif- 
ficulty of keeping a suitable 
amount of an insecticide onthe 
tree all summer long. 

Preventing damage to the 
trees is the best control me- 
thod. Placing three iron 
stakes in a triangle 12 inches 
from the tree trunk is a pr- 


actical preventive measure. 
And an area of permanent 
mulch around a tree will 


prevent grass growing and will 
thereby reduce needless 
damage by lawn mowers, the 
worst culprit of all. 


Keeping trees in a more 
thrifty condition aids in oy- 
ercoming borer infestations 

Any bark injury, large or 
small, that does occur should 
be covered immediately with 
tree wound dressing. 

When buying new plants or 
digging from nearby native 
stands, choose healthy plants 
and handle them carefully to 
prevent damage during trans- 
planting.

CARE OF CLOTHING 

The wear life of your fav- 
Orite clothes can be wicreused 
if the garments are allowed to 
rest between wearings. This 
is especially true of wool and 
wool blends : 

Clothing should be hung on 
properly shaped hangers in a 
place where air can circulate 
freely around the garment--at 
least overnight. This rest 
period gives the fabric a ch- 
ance to relax, the wrinkles fall 
out and the garment can return 
to its original shape 

Airing also causes smoke 
and food odors which often cling 
to clothing to disappear 

Before clothing becomes 
heavily soiled, launder or send 
it to the dry cleaners. Colors 
will stay brighter longer and the 
clothes will keep their shape 
better However, constunt 
wearing and cleaning. either 
dry cleaning or washing, can 
cause dulling of colors, loss ot 
finishes and sometimes ygar- 
ment shrinkage 

The same care principles 
also apply to shoes. The sume 
pair of shoes shouldn't be worn 
day after day. Give shoes at 
least one day to rest to allow 
the linings to drv and odors to 
evaporate. Properly Cuted lot 
shoes keep their shaye- much 
longer, 

Hangbags, also, are often 
not cared for properly. The 
Same leather bag, when carried 
daily without being emptied and 


cleaned inside, soon becomes 
shabby looking 

The outside of purses should 
be wiped clean, dried and 
polished with cleaners and cr 
eams. And wiping vinyl bags 
with a damp cloth helps reju- 
venate their appearance 


DAHLIAS 

Dahlias are popular addi- 
tions to many gardens because 
they display a variety of sizes 
Shapes, and colors, They are 
also excellent sources of cut 
flowers for indoor arrange 
ments 

Dahlias do best in a sandy 
loam that is slightly acid. but 
they will grow successtullv in 
most garden soils that are well 
drained. Select a planting site 
that gets at least six hour's of 
sun a day. And, dahlias need 
good air circulation and pro- 
tection from strong winds 

Dahlias need room to dev- 
elop. Large flowering dahlias 
should be placed about three 


or four feet apart in rows 
that are three or four feet 
wide. You can plant smaller 


dahlias about two feet apart 

Plant roots or cutting out- 
doors as soon as the danger of 
spring frost is past. If the soil 
needs enriching, spade in well 
rotted manure at least two or 
three weeks before planting. 
A complete commercial fer- 
tilizer can also be used for 
this purpose at a rate of about 
two or three pounds per 100 
square feet 


TO CLEAN FREEZERS 
Regardless of the type tr- 
eezer you have, it still needs 
to be cleaned out at least once 
a year. And, of course, non- 
defrosting type freezers need 
to be detrosted periodically. 
To defrost your freezer, 


first unplug it and take all 
food out. This food cun be 
kept in your refrigerator if 


there is room or packed tight- 
!y into a cardboard box insul- 
ated with newspaper and topped 
with an old quilt. 
To defrost, you can put an 
electric fan on a chair and let 
it blow into the freezer, Or 
you can scrape the ice and 
frost off with a plastie scraper 
or wooden spoon--don't use 
a sharp metal instrument. You 
can pour cold water along the 
sides to speed upthe operation. 
After all the ice and frost 
have been removed. wash the 


inside of the freezer with a 
solution of soda and lukewarm 
water--one tablespoon of bak- 
ing soda to a quart of water 
Then wipe with a clean damp 
cloth. 

Wipe the inside of the fre- 
ezer completely dry, plug 
the freezer in and let it run 
about half an hour or so before

The nutritional folly of gorging yourself on starchy 
and sweet foods was fully discussed earlier. But I want 
to make sure that you do not confuse natural carbohy- 
drates with the artificial, devitalized carbohydrates that 
find their way into “civilized” stomachs in such appalling 
quantities — white breads, cakes, pastries, spaghetti, 
white rice, processed corn meal, dry cereals (many cook- 


ed cereals, too), candies, and carbonated beverages. 


“A minimum of  carbohy- 
drates,” which is my fourth 
commandment for nutrition, 


means: Eliminate all those arti- 
ficial starches which bear small 
resemblance to carbohydrates 
found in natural foods. 

Half your planned campaign 
to regain lost youthful appear- 
ance and energy will be won 
when you throw artificial, de- 
vitalized sugars and starches 
out of your daily eating. Then 
reward yourself for this com- 
mendable step by turning in- 
stead to the delicious, health- 
building natural sweets. 


REDUCE WITH REASON 


My fifth commandement is 
“reduce with reason,” 

Everyone agrees these days 
that overweight shortens life— 
certainly it prevents your. look- 
ing and feeling as young as you 
would desire. Nothing is more 
aging or more injmical to youth- 
ful appearance than obesity, 

Therefore, if you are serious- 
ly overweight, begin a sane re- 
ducing program at once—for the 
sake of your health, as well as 
your youthful appearance, But 
you must reduce with reason. 
HIGH PROTEIN MENU 

The following high-protein re- 
ducing menu is designed to pro- 
duce a weight loss of no more 
than five to eight pounds a 
month. To lose more quickly 
than this is unwise. 

You may vary or adapt this 
menu as you wish, interchang- 
ing one high-protein meat, fish 
or fowl with another; and al- 
ternating eggs with cheese. But 
you should confine the major 
portion of your fruit and vege- 
table consumption to those list- 
ed as 5 percent and 10 percent 
carbohydrates in the list which 
follows this menu: 

BREAKFAST 

1 small orange, or half grape- 
fruit, unsweetened 

1 slice cold meat, fish or 
chicken; or 1 pan-broiled min- 
ute steak 


1 boiled, poached or shirred 
egg (also scrambled over hot 
water); or l-inch cube of cheese, 
ar 4% cup of cottage cheese 

Small bowl of whole grain por- 
ridge eaten with fortified milk 

1 cup hot skim milk sweeten- 
ed with 4 teaspoon of honey; 
or black coffee or tea, sweeten- 
ed with a little honey if desired. 


MID-MORNING 

1 small glass skim milk, but- 
termilk or yogurt; or tomato 
juice fortified by whipping in a 
little cottage cheese, 

LUNCH 

1 cup clear, skimmed broth 

1 slice broiled or roasted meat, 
fish, poultry (don’t overlook liv- 
er in this diet) 

1 green salad, dressed either 
with lemon juice and yery little 
salt, or with % cup of cottage 
cheese, seasoned with minced 
chives 

1 serving of fresh 5 percent 
or 10 percent fruit 

Hot beverage, sweetened with 
honey only, 

MID-AFTERNOON 

1 small glass of skim milk, 
either hot or cold and flavored 
with a little crushed fresh or 
cooked fruit, 

DINNER 

1 cup skimmed beef or chick- 
en broth 

1 serving meat, fish or poultry 

1 serving cooked green vege- 
table such as asparagus or broc- 
coli; or a tossed green salad, 
as at lunch 

1 slice whole-grain bread (but 
only if you must) 

1 serving egg custard or milk 
sherbet made with skim milk or 
buttermilk, and fortified with 
extra powdered skim milk.

This is far from being a “‘star- 
vation” menu, and I promise 
you won't have a lank, gnaw- 
ing feeling in the pit of your 
stomach while following this re- 
ducing diet, Nor will you suffer

CARBOHYDRATE VALUES 


Now here are the more com- 
mon fruits and vegetables clas- 
sified as to their carbohydrate 
content, that is, to the propor- 
tionate number of calories they 
contain: 

Five percent vegetables and 
fruits: Asparagus, bean sprouts, 
brussels sprouts, cabbage, caul- 
iflower, celery, cucumbers, egg- 
plant, endive, greens, kohlrabi, 
leeks, lettuce, mushrooms, okra, 
olives, peppers, pumpkins, rad- 
ishes, string beans, summer 
squash, Swiss chard, tomatoes, 
watercress, cantaloupe, honey- 
dew melon, lemons, watermelon, 

Ten percent vegetables and 
fruits: Beets, carrots, onions, 
oyster plant (salsify), rutabagas, 
Squash, turnips, blackberries, 
cranberries, currants, gooseber- 
ries, grapefruit, limes, oranges, 
peaches, strawberries, 

Fifteen percent vegetables and 
fruits: Lima beans, green par-

Twenty percent yegetables 
and fruits: Beans (dried or can- 
ned) lima, kidney, navy; corn, 
potatoes, bananas, cherries, 
sweet grape juice.

Mobile County 
Infant Develops 


Polio 


A Mobile County infant has 
become Alabama’s first polio 
victim in five years. Dr. Fred- 
erick S. Wolf of the Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
said laboratory tests confirm 
the 10-month-old giyl’s illness 
to be poliomyelitis. 

The child was eight months 
old when she developed paraly- 
sis in both legs last year. Th- 
rough rehabilitation she ap- 
pears to be making a good re- 
covery, states the director of 
the Bureau of Preventable Dis- 
eases, 

The victim was following an 
immunization schedule, andtwo 
doses of oral polio vaccine had 
been administered before she 
became ill. However, three 
doses before the age of one 
year are recommended for full 
protection. Investigation of the 
family and community failed to 
reveal any further cases of 
polio, 

Alabama's last reported case 
of polio occurred in Jefferson 
County in 1969. There was one 
case repcrted in that year, 
one in 1966, and three in 1964,

Under- 
takers were not used much, he 
said, and he had to prepare 
the bodies and lay them out for 
burial. ‘‘I’ve seen caskets 
taken to the graveyard on wag - 
ons - but most folks arranged 
for a truck,’’ 

In the hundreds of thousands 
of miles he has driven inCof- 
fee County, Rev. Jones has 
served the following Baptist 
churches: Goodman, New 
Haven, Basin, Newbia, Bluff 
Springs, Zion Chapel, Brook- 
lyn, Ino, Cool Springs, Salem, 
Bethany, He also served four 
churches outside the county 
at different times - one in 
Covington, two in Geneva and 
one in Dale. 

“IT crossed the Pea River 
every Sunday for 25 years,”’ 
says Rey.

“One of my former teach- 
ers, Mrs. Hilda Lunsford, 
lives in Elba..’’ 

Rev. Jones says he is ‘‘look- 
ing forward to many activities 
with churches and friends in 
the county. The people have 
so cooperative in my 
ministry; I’ve worked with dif- 
ferent faiths, and we've all got 
along together. 

“It is my feeling that it has 
been the Lord’s will that I 
serve the people of Coffee 
County, andI’ve enjoyed work- 
ing with them. I would like to 
thank all of them for being so 
good to us.”’ 

Rev. Jones says that as far 
as he knows, he has been a 
minister in Coffee County 
longer than any other. 

He and Mrs. Jones are now

LAW QUOTED ON 
NAMING POLL OFFICIALS 


There has been some harsh 


words spoken about the selec- 
tion of poll officials for the up- 
coming Democratic primary. Ey- 


en at least one member of the 


Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee has complained to the wrong 


‘people. Alabama law spells out 


how poll officials are selected. 

Title 17, Section 349 reads in 
part:‘‘If the list of election of- 
ficers submitted to the ‘appoin- 
ting board by the county execu- 
tive committee of the party con- 
tains” the” names” Of siifficient 
persons who are legally eligible 
then the appointing board MUST 
select and appoint the officers 
to conduct the primary election 


from such lists.”’ 
In other words, the Democra- 


tic Executive Committee (when 


no Republicians are on the bal- 
lot) submits a list of poll offi- 


cials to the appointing board and 
the board MUST use thesenames 
if they are qualified voters. Also 
the law allows each candidate to 
submit recommendations to the 
executive committee at least 25 
days before primary. The county 


executive committee ‘‘shall as 
far as practicable make up from 
the list so presented to it a list 
of names of election’ officials.” 

There fore if anyone desires 
to serve at the polls for an el- 
ection this person should con- 
tact the executive committee of 
their respective party. Not this 
newspaper, not a county commi- 
ssioner, not the probate judge 
but a member of the executive 
committee, preferably the chair- 
man,

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School Tax Legal In 


The school tax election held 
last Tuesday resulted in the 
voters approving the additional 
5 mill property tax for all pro- 
perty outside the city limits of 
Elba and Enterprise. The vote 
was 756 in favor and 681 
against. 

A number of citizens from 
near Goodman appeared before 
the County Commission on 
Monday of this week protesting 
the election, Complaints inclu- 
ded “it wasn’t advertised pro- 
perly” and “it is the Commis- 
Sioners’ and Probate Judge’s 
fault for allowing the election.” 
Both complaints are wrong. 

FIRST, legally, the election 
need only be advertised in one 
newspaper of general .circula- 
tion within the county. It was 
advertised in The Daily Ledger 
the required number of times 
and was posted in public pla- 
ces at Jack, New Hope and Mt. 
Pleasant. Also, the Ledger 
carried TEN front page artic- 
les discussing the election. The 
Enterpriser wrote about it. The 
Elba Clipper wrote about it and 
editorially endorsed the tax 
last week. Also WIRB in Ent- 
erprise discussed the election 
on news reports. In addition 
the school students posted doz- 
ens of posters calling for a 
yes vote in the matter In 
short . . the same methods 


Commissioners 
Hassle Over 
Gas Money 


The County Commission has 
held several extra meetings 
recently. They have been in 
disagreement over additional 
funding for the County Engin- 
eer to use on road work. 

When the county went under 
the Unit System the commis- 
sion voted to give the engineer 
the funds the respective dis- 
tricts. had accumulated plus 
$38,000 a month. This $38,000 
is the same amount the four 
districts divided among them- 
selves for road work in the 
past. The balance of the gas 
tax money was put into a fund 
for road paving. 

At one of the special meet- 
ings it was recommended that 
all the gas tax money go into 
the present operating fund for 
six months to implement a 
“catch-up” program on_ all 
county roads. A motion was 
made and seconded to this ef- 
fect. When the vote was taken, 
two commissioners voted yes, 
three abstained from voting and 
one was absent. The Probate 
Judge declared the motiondead 
for lack of a majority. 

On Monday ofthis week, Pro- 
bate Judge Sawyer read the fol- 
lowing prepared statement: 
“Gentlemen - On the motion 
made and seconded at the com- 
missioners meeting on April 
12, 1974, relative to deposit- 
ing the entire gasoline check in 
the gasoline fund, there were 
2 votes. in favor of the action, 
3 members not voting and one 
absent. I, as chairman, ruled 
that the motion failed to carry 
for lack of a majority vote. 

However, I find that the rul- 
ing was incorrect in that a 
majority of the legal votes cast 
carries a motion, particularly 
where a quorum is present and 
eligible to vote. Therefore, 
the ruling of the chairman being 
in error, the motion is carried 
and the minutes of the com- 
missioners court is corrected 
to reflect/that action. 

The gasoline tax money to- 
tals from $55,000 to $65,000 
each month. As the action of 
the commissioners now stands, 
this money will all be used by 
the county engineer in the 
“catch-up” program. 

At a meeting of the com- 
missioners last week, the 
county engineer was asked to 
present a detailed accounting 
of how he had spent the 
$274,213.97 spent since Sep- 
tember 30th of last year. He 
submitted this report at the 
regular meeting of the com- 
mission on Monday of this 
week. Engineer O’Neil Ham 
also spent about one hour with 
this newspaper comparing his 
expenses with the expenses of 
the four districts during the 
same period one year ago.
